GOVERNMENT TROOPS 
OF CHINA STRIKING 
INTO NORTHERN AREA 


ARRANGEMENTS COM- 
PLETED FOR SURRENDER 
JAP FORCES IN SHANTUNG 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 20— {/P}—Chi- 


nese government 
troops 
striking 


swiftly into North China are ad- 
vancing on Paotow in the inner 
Mongolian province of Suiyuan, 100 
miles northwest of the 
Shanshl 


forder and 330 miles west of Pel- 
ping, the high command announc- 
ed today. 


The development came as the 


Chinese awaited the arrival of sur- 
render envoys from the Japanese 
supreme commander to Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-Shek to act swift- 
ly to avert A "grave threat" of civil 
war between the government and 
communist forces. 


Other Chinese troops under Gen. 
Tang En-Po reoccupied Wuchow, 
Important former treaty port on 
the West River, 115 miles west of 
Canton, and other towns. 


All arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the surrender of Japan- 
ese forces in Shantung, the North 
China province bordering the Yel- 
law sea, Governor Ho Hsu-Yuan 
said in a message to Chungking 
today. 


Communist Guerrillas. 


•As arrangements were complet- 


ed for the surrender, Foreign re- 
ports said 20,000 to 30,000 commun- 
ist guerrillas were moving on Wu- 
hu, Yangtze river port, possibly 
preparing to drive 60 miles down 
stream to Nanking, which is to be 
the new seat of Chiang's govern 
ment. 
Thees forces were said to 


be ill-armed. There was no conflr 
matlon of these reports in Chung 
king, but government circles were 
not greatly concerned about them. 


It was pointed out that sizeable 


puppet forces In Nanking were 
reported to have switched their al- 
legiance from the Japanese to the 
Chungking government, and were 
in position to repel a communist 
attack. 


Gon. Chu Tern, communist com- 


mander, In a defiant note to Chi- 
ang, asserted bluntly that 260,000,- 
000 Chinese were "dissatisfied" with 
what he called the government's 
one-party dictatorship. 
He listed 
these demands:

ABC of the ATOM

Q. What arc atoms? 
A. Atoms arc the units that form 


the basic building blocks of all 
matter. Put together, the> form 
molecules. 


Q. What makes up atoms? 
A. Atoms contain tremendously 


hard cores of protons, or posi- 
tively-charged particles, and neu- 
trons, or particles without elec- 
trical charges. Around them fly 
electrons, or negatively-charged 
particles. 


Q. What is meant by atomic 


fission? 


A. It's a 75-cent phrase for 


smashing atoms into two pieces.. 


metal,""althougH ore deposits are 
scattered widely. 


Q. How is uranium like ra- 


dium? 


A. Both are radio-active, radium 


the more so. 


Q. What is the potential power 


of an atom? 


A. The electrical force binding 


an atom together never has been 
measured, but when a uranium 
atom is split in two (not cvn 
shattered) by 50 electron volts a 
force of 200,000,000 electron volt* 
Is released—a fraction of that 
available. The full atomic force of 
a pound of uranium might send 
the Empire State building 20 miles 
Into the air. 


Q. Who discovered the atomic 


bomb? 


A. It was the culmination of 


work by hundreds of scientists 
here and abroad. In direct charge 
of solving the final technical prob- 
lems was Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer. Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. 


Groves had over-all responsibility 


Q. Why is discouery 
of 
the 
means of utilizing atomic energy 
being called Promethean? 


A, In the Greek legend, Prome- 


theus stole fire from heaven and 
gave it to man. This discovery of 
a new kind of fire may be the 
greatest event in luiman history 
since then. 


Q. Hoto is an atomic explosion 


akin to the heat of the sun? 


A. The sun evidently gets Us 


heat from atomic fires, inconceiv- 
ably hotter and longer lasting than 
ordinary fires. 


Q. Can atoms in other jub- 


staiiccs be split? 


A. Prcsumaby they can be, but 


no one knows how yet. Uranium is 
just one of 92 elements. 


Q, Why is the uranium atom 


easier than others to split? 


A. It is the largest of atoms and 


comparatively unstable. Smaller 
atoms seem to be tougher, harder 
to break. 


Q. What wat the cost of devel- 


oping the atomic bomb? 


A. About two billion dollars. 
Q. Where arc the atomic bombs 


made? 


A. Chief plants are at Oak Ridge, 


near Knoxvillc, Tcnn., and at 
Richland, near Pasco, Wash.

Q. Now docs an atomic explo- 


sion differ from an ordinary ex- 
plosion? 


A. An ordinary explosion is a 
greatly speeded up ordinary fire, 
in which heat results when mole- 
cules separate. An atomic explo- 
sion gets its greater heat and force 
from 
the separation 
of atoms 


which make up the molecules, and 
from the break-up of atoms them- 
selves. 


Q. What was the principal ap- 


paratus used in the experiments 
that !ed to construction of the 
bomb? 


A. The cyclotron was used. 


There are 37 in the world, includ- 
ing 20 in the United States. 


Q. How does a cyclotron work? 
A. The cyclotron hurls atoms of 


heavy hydrogen around in a small 
circle in a vacuum until they are 
traveling thousands of miles a 
second and their speed gives them 
an electrical energy equal to as 
much as 5,000,000 volts. They 
emerge to strike a target, usually 
a piece of metal. Tearing particles 
from some of the atoms in this 
target, they release part of the 
energy of the damaged atoms, in 
the form of rays. 


Q. What gap did the scientists 


7iaue to bridge between the cyclo- 
tron and an atomic bomb? 


A. In the bomb, the tremendous 


activating apparatus of the labora- 
tories must be concentrated in 
immeasurably smaller space, and 
tho explosive substance stabilized 
until the moment of detonation. 


Q. What has heavy umter to do 
with it? 


A. Heavy water furnishes tbe 


neutrons for cyclotrons and in a 
German process an effort may 
have been made to use heavy 
water to slow down neutrons 
enough so that they would be use- 
ful in atom smashing.

than four square miles of Hiro- 
shima. 


Q. Who ouins the atomic bomb? 
A. The governments 
of the 


United States and Great Britain. 
All persons engaged in the work

assign any rights 


to their governments. 


Q. Why can't atomic power be 


put to peaceful purposes at once? 


A. Because knowledge of how 


to control it is insufficient, be- 
cause- its production is not now 
economic, and because uranium is 
rare.
